Get Out Your Overcoat — 
December Will Be Cold 


INDIANAPOLIS (UIP) — The National Weather 
Service predicted Friday 
Hoosiers can 
expect 
below norm al tem peratures and above norm al 
precipitation in December. 
“Chance for snow cover will be a little higher than 
usual for December,” the NWS said. 
The 30-day outlook said high temperatures should 
range from the low to upper 30s north, mid 30s to lower 40s 
central and mid 40s. south. The low readings should range 
from the upper teens to mid 20s north, upper 20s, central 
and mid 20s to lower 30s south. 
Temperatures of zero or lower usually occur two to 
three times in northern Indiana during December, one to 
two times central and one times or less south. Bare soils 
usually freeze by mid-month to four to six inches north 
and one to two inches south. 
Precipitation during the month is expected to range 
from 2.45 to three inches northwest, 3.1 to 2.5 inches 
central through northeast, and 3.9 to 4.5 inches south. 
“Above normal precipitation and soils already near full 
moisture capacity in central and south will continue to 
increase late harvest problems,” the NWS said. “Outside 
foraging for livestock will probably be limited by mid- 
month.” 
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Beckner-Nelson Home Burns 
Fire Wipes Out Historic Home 


A. disastrous fire took out one 
of the finest homes and historic 
landmarks in the county early 
Saturday evening w hen the John 
Nelson residence, located just 
west of Arlington on highway 52, 
was completely destroyed. 
There was never a chance of 
saving the building from the 
time fire was discovered at 
approximately 7 p.m. by one of 
the Nelson children. It ap­ 


parently 
started 
from 
an 
overheated wall furnace in a 
second floor room. 
Mr. Nelson said the Arlington 
Volunteer Fire department w'as 
im m ediately called When a 
daughter, Carol, preparing to 
get ready to leave on a baby 
sitting job, opened an upstairs 
door and discovered smoke. He 
said the fire traveled up the wall 
to the third floor of the struc­ 


ture, making it very difficult to 
fight. 


Calls for additional help were 
sent out. and fire departments 
f r o m 
Rushville, 
C'a r t h a g e , 
Morristown, 
and 
Manilla 
responded. It was soon apparent 
that saving the building would 
be futile, and neighbors and 
those passing by stopped to help 
remove furniture. 


Some Furniture Saved 
Mr. Nelson said only one floor 
of furniture was saved, and 
everything on the second and 
third floors was lost. County, 
state, and city law enforcement 
people assisted in traffic con­ 
trol. which was made more 
hazardous by the snow storm 
wbich hit the county at the same 
time. 
There was no lack of water, 


according to Mr. Nelson. “The 
house had a slate roof, and this 
made it difficult to get water to 
where it would do any good,” he 
said. Tanker trucks were busy 
hauling water, and the Carthage 
department, which has a large 
such 
unit, 
was 
of 
great 
assistance. 
Furniture from the first floor, 
some of which received some 
water damage and exposure to 


the snow storm, was loaded onto 
trucks and hauled to the 
Original Tractor Cab factory at 
Arlington. 
“ I want to make a special 
recognition of this gesture of 
assistance,” Mr. Nelson said. 
“We could have stored this in a 
barn or other building, but it 
needed to get into a warm, dry 
place, and we deeply appreciate

Congressional sources say the 
agreement would put a. ceiling 
of 2,500 bombers and missiles 
for each superpower. It would 
also let each side have up to 
1,300 missiles equipped with 
MIRVs, or between. 3 and 10 
separate 
nuclear 
warheads 
which can each be aimed at 
different targets. 
So far, a number of senators, 
including James, L. Buckley, 
R-N.Y, and Jam es A. McClure, 
R-Idaho, have issued critical 
assessments of the agreement. 
Sen. Edward W. Brooke, R- 
Mass., said the accord “steps 
in the right direction.” in a 
weekend radio broadcast to his

30 Bodies Recovered In Worst 
Air Disaster In U.S. This Year

UPPERVILLE, Va (UPI) — 
A Trans World Airlines jet, 
trying to land in howling winds 
and driving rain, crashed into a 
mountaintop Sunday. It sheared 
off tall trees 
like a 
giant 
lawnmower, struck a six-foot 
outcropping of rock, overturned 
and exploded. All 92 persons 
aboard were killed. 
“There were absolutely no 
survivors and it will be difficult 
to identify many of the remains 
because of their condition,” 
said. Dr. George Mocker, the 
Loudoun County medical, of­ 
ficer. 
An FBI spokesman said about 
30 bodies had been recovered 
Sunday night from the site of

TWA’s Flight 514 originated 
in Indianapolis and stopped in 
Columbus. Ohio. It had been 
scheduled to land at Washing­ 
ton National Airport but was 
diverted to Dulles International 
Airport because of the weather 
—thunderstorms, 
heavy 
rain 
and wind gusting up to 61 miles 
per hour.

Richard 1 Brock and his crew 
were normal until the three- 
engine jet disappeared from the 
radar screens about 11:10 a m.

original home had 32 rooms. 
However, some of these rooms 
had been combined across the 
years, with other changes which 
had come. 
The four stocky colum ns 
which adorned the front of the 
building reflected the Greek 
Revival architectural design of 
the building. They extended full 
height of the 3-story structin^. A 
balcony off the second floor was 
supported 
by 
orna.m en tal 
consoles of Italian design. 
It was said all the wood used 
in the structure was of native 
tim bers except 
the 
spiral 
staircaM', which was walnut. 
The house was originally heated 
by fireplaces, and the three 
chimneys are all that stand 
following 
the 
disastrous 
.Saturday 


Albert Hodge, one of Rush 
County’s historians and a staff 
m em ber of R ushville Con­ 
solidated Schools, revealed that 
the Nelson hom.e wa.s the only 
house in Rush County which had 
been 
registered 
by 
the 
Historical American Building 
Survey, a federal organization. 
This was done several years 
ago. 
An account in 
historical 
sketches made in to a booklet by 
the Sampler, at Homer, states 
that the appearance of the roof 
had been altered in repairs 
following a fire on the balcony 
atop the original building years 
ago.

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GET BICENTENNIAL GOING 
Now that elections are over, it is high time to get 
another of many neglected projects back in action, 
specifically our nation’s Bicentennial celebration. 
For a large number of reasons, Federal leadership in 
the Bicentennial planning has been sadly lacking. Some of 
the anti-Bicentennialattitude was clearly political; it was 
feared by some of President Nixon's enemies that he 
might be favored by some of the Bicentennial glory. Had 
it not been for Watergate, this would have been near the 
end of what otherwise might have been a triumphant 
ending of two terms in office. 
Other obstacles came from 
within 
the national 
Bicentennial Commission itself, in the form of an “an­ 
ticapitalist mentality’’ which feared, that private business 
might somehow reap financial profits from the birthday 
event. In the left-of-center circles in Washington, "profit” 
is a dirty word. So, plans to include business firms were 
thrown out. 


It is also clear that certain anti-patriotic, pro-left 
influences have been present in the Federal Commission. 
When a Bicentennial headquarters was opened in our 
Nation’s Capital, it was decorated with a mural which 
depicted Karl Marx, Comrade Mao and others of extreme 
radical vintage as heroes, while the President of the 
United States was caricatured as a gangster.

Hammers rang in the State 
House as workmen constructed 
a platform in the rotunda for the 
December 2nd inauguration of 
some State Officers. 
The ceremony focuses atten­ 
tion on. the need for extensive 
reorganization 
of 
State 
government, which like Topsy, 
just grew as needs arose. 
Larry A. Conrad will take the 
oath of office as Secretary of 
State for his second term after 
an overwhelming victory. One 
of his top aides, dressed in blue- 
jeans, was supervising con­ 
struction work. 
Joining Conard on the plat­ 
form will be two other in­ 
cumbents, re-elected, to second 
terms. Mary Aikens Currie will 
take the oath of office as Auditor 
while Billie R. McCullough is 
expected to start his second 
term nearly a month early. 
There is no rhyme nor reason 
for the terms of state offices, 
staggered 
over 
months. 
Legislators 
elected 
in 
November have already been 
sworn into office and started 
work wih the exception of some 
six .races still under contention. 
Terms of the General Assembly 
are set by law which was 
changed after voter approval of 
an nul a sessions . 
Present law calls for an 
organizational meeting on the 
third Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, which 
was on the 19th this year. 
Members assume office prior to 
deadlines for such things as 
recounts, 
which 
can 
be 
requested fifteen, days after the 
election. The second session day 
m ust sta rt by the second 
Monday in January. 
The Constitution porvides the 
terms for Secretary of State and 
Auditor begin on December I for 
four years. The Clerk of the 
Supreme and Appeals Court is 
provided for by law, with a four 
year term starting January 1 in 
the odd years when a governor 
does nof take office. The 
Reporter of the high courts, 
another position provided for by 
law, takes office January 15 for 
four year terms in the years 
when a governor takes office. 


For no known reason, the 
Treasurer is sworn into office in 
a 
separate 
cerem ony 
on 
February 
10th, 
requiring 
another ceremony. 
The Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor assume office on the 
second Monday in January. 
Since the Attorney General is a 
creature of statute with a term 
coinciding with that, of the 
Governor, he usually takes part 
in the 
sam e 
inauguration 
ceremony. 
The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction is a ‘‘horse of 
another color,” and no one is 
quite sure what the law is. In the 
past, it was a two year office 
starting March 1,5. 'The General 
Assembly, in two consecutive 
sessions told voters a change 
was needed to establish tenure 
and qualifications for the office. 
Voters approved the change in a 
referendum. 


Legislators decided the term 
should be four years, coinciding 
with that of the Governor. 
Qualifications 
should 
be 
restricted solely to the ability to 
win the party nomination and a 
majority of the votes in an 
election. 


A second law was enacted to 
allow the Governor to appoint 
the Superintendent from the end 
of the present term in 1975 until 
January 17, 1977. The State 
R epublican 
H e a d q u a rte rs 
newspaper announced that the 
incumbent would continue to 
serve. However, Governor Otis 
R. Bowen has not made it of­ 
ficial, and has made no commit­ 
ments. He has until March 15 to 
make his selection, and. the 
situation could change. He is 
expected to rename his fellow 
Republican, Harold Negley who 
served as head of the Gover­ 
nor’s patronage committee. 


It brings up another conflict in 
inauguration dates. The next 
Governor will assume office on 
the second Monday in 1977, 
while 
the 
next 
elected 
Superintendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction whose terms if to 
“coincide” will not take office 
until almost a week later on 
January 17, 1977'.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) 
— Kent Waldrep is a down 
home sort of fellow. He takes 
adversity in stride, and even 
though he is partially paraly­ 
zed, he believes "God had a 
plan.” 
Two weeks ago Waldrep was 
No. 44, a key running back for 
the Texas Christian University 
football team in a game with 
Alabama. 
But after a jarring tackle in 
which he landed on the back of 
his head, he found himself 
paralyzed from the neck down, 
able to muster only the barest 
movement and choking because 
the paralysis had nearly cut off 
his breathing. 
He had crushed the fifth 
cervical vertebra and his spinal 
cord was severely bruised. 
Neurosurgeons told his par­ 
ents that he might not live 
through what turned out to be 
two hours and 55 minutes, of 
surgery.

“ 1 think the foreign m arket is 
going to be our only liveli­ 
hood,” Laurin W. Prather, 27, 
an Abernathy, Tex., farm er 
said. “We are overproducing to 
the point that without exports, 
we’d be back in a surplus 
situation pretty quick.” 
Walter Bones, 47, Parker, 
S.D., said last year, the export 
market enabled farmers to get 
a fair return, on what they were 
producing for the first time.

Herefords to Hungary over the 
past three years.

$260 Per Ton Jan. 1 
A series of newsprint price 
hikes announced recently by 
major Canadian suppliers takes 
effect 
Jan. 
1, 
raising 
the 
average price per ton for 
American customers by about 
$25 to approximately $260', 
Further increases may be 
necessary in the coming year if 
the current inflationary trend 
continues, 
according 
to 
an 
industry spokesman. 
Most producers cited higher 
costs for wages, food, fuel, 
transportation and other capital 
expenses 
as 
prompting 
the 
increases. Industry sources said 
the $260 price was needed just, 
to keep up with cost increases. 
Some said the price would 
have to reach about ,$300' a ton 
to justify expanding facilities 
and equipment. 
The highest price for U.S.- 
bound Canadian newsprint is 
$280 per ton, announced. Nov. .20 
by MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. of 
Vancouver. 
Other major 'paper suppliers., 
including Consolidated-Bathur- 
st Ltd., Price Co. Ltd., Anglo 
Canadian Pulp and Paper Mills 
Ltd., Domtar Ltd., Internation­ 
al Paper Sales, Ontario-Mln- 
nesota Paper and Abitibi Paper 
Co., have announced they would 
raise 
their 
U.S. 
price 
for 
standard 30-pound newsprint to 
approximately $260 a ton Jan. 
1. 


Crown Zellerbach Ltd.,

spokesman said, is “studying 
the situation and will make an 
announcement as soon as a 
decision is reached." 
Asked about future increases, 
a spokesman for Abitibi said, 
“The general attitude is that if 
the inflation aspect keeps on 
going, newsprint will have to 
follow suit."

However, he said, no industry 
discussions had been held yet, 
on possible price increases. 
Most companies raised their

The spokesman said Abitibi's 
recent takeover of the Quebec- 
based Price Co. Ltd., forming 
the largest newsprint supplier 
in the world, was not expected 
to have any effect on the 
company’s newsprint prices.
